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The Place of the Silence

7 AVE You ever been in a garden in the 
H evening? The honey-heavy bees are

The wind does 
not stir among the drooping leaves. Over every 
leaf and flower peace broods like a bird and like a 
bird peace broods over the heart. 

Have you ever walked alone through falling 
snow at night? Like a mantle it wraps you away 
from the familiar world of things and people, 
claims and cares. It comes down silently as 
heaven’s grace. It wipes away the ugliness and 
scars of every day and makes all things one in 
white simplicity. The snow is a solitude of silence. 

Yet deeper than the silence of a garden in the 
evening, deeper than the silence of falling snow, 
is the silence of the presence of God. 

Here workaday worries fade away. When you 
go into the place of the silence, you leave outside 
the dusty cares of every day, as an Oriental leaves 
his shoes outside his holy place of prayer. Your 
thought is stayed on the things that are good 
and true and merciful, and you rise at last, body 
stilled, mind stilled, refreshed and restored. 

There is a place to which you can turn for rest 
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and release from fear and care. This place is not 
far away or difficult of access. It is right where 
you are now. It is right where you are whenever 
you shut the doors of the senses, still the impor- 
tuning of little thoughts, and go alone with God. 

In the place of the silence there is stillness 
and peace. It is not the stillness of sleep. It is 
not the peace of dreams. It is such stillness as the 
tree must know when in the summer afternoon its 
outstretched leaves soak in the sun. It is such 
peace as the bird must know when with no move- 
ment of its wings it floats serene upon the moving 
air. It is the stillness of God's sustaining presence, 
the peace of His all-infolding life. 

Have you ever welcomed home someone you 
love who had been away a long time? In the midst 
of the turmoil of the station, the jostling elbows, 
the indifferent voices, the hurrying feet, when the 
one you love came through the gate, for a moment 
the noise and confusion faded away, you reached 
out your hands and your heart, and there was only 
love and peace and joy. So when you go into the 
place of the silence, no matter what the outer 
world may hold, for a moment the noise and con- 
fusion fade away, and in the presence of the One 
you love, the One who loves you, there is only 
peace and joy. 

Beneath the waves the deeps lie silent and un- 
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troubled. Above the clouds the heavens are undis- 
turbed. In the center of a hurtling flywheel there 
is a point that is still. Beneath the surface of 
events, above the level of thought, inside your 
inmost heart there is a place of peace. 

The silence is a windless place of thought in 
which the mind may walk alone and find rest. The 
silence is a deep pool in which the soul may gaze 
into the depths of itself.

The movement of the heavens, the 
growth of living things, is silent. There is the 
silence of thought.
